EARN YOUR SERVICE STRIPES 

It has been brought to our attention 
that there are many men among the bat¬ 
talions who are wearing service stripes, 
lore familiarly known as "Hash Marks", 
to which they are not rightfully entit¬ 
led. 

This is not being written to criti¬ 
cize, but to enlighten those who may not 
be familiar with Navy Uniform Regulat¬ 
ions, 1941 > Chapter 8-8 (c)— which reads: 
"There shall be one service stripe for 
each four years of active service in the 
Navy or the Naval Reserve." 

From this we gather that those entit¬ 
led to wear the service stripe insignia 
are men who have served a previous 4-yeor 
period in the U.S. Naval Service (U. 3 . 
Navy, or Naval Reserve), and no other ’ 
military branches . This means, for in¬ 
stance, that a man who has served a 4- 
year enlistment in the Army and now is 
serving in the Navy is NOT entitled to 
the service stripe or "hash mark". It 
is only for those who have served in the 
Navy. 

Similarly, this ruling applies to men 
who have served in the Navy previously 
and did not complete a four year hitch, 
as many who were in the Navy in the last 
War were released before serving four 
years. T hey are NOT entitled to wear 
a "hash mark". 

The mere fact that an enlisted man is 
drawing longevity pay docs not necessar¬ 
ily moan that he also may wear a service 
stripe. Previous service for longevity 
pay purposes now includes those who have 
seen three years in Army, or other 
military services of the United States. 

They get 5 per cent above base pay for 
such service yet are NOT entitled to 
wear service stripes unless their ser¬ 
vice was a regulation Navy "hitch".

After this pleasant, thirst-quenching 
interlude, a pretty wehino guido appeared 
end the tour commenced. Tho canning sea¬ 
son lasts from Juno to September each-year, 
and during this period 
of transportation is utilized to carry tho 
fruit from the fields to the cannery. 

First, the shell, the crown and the core 
is disposed of by the ingenious Ginaca ma¬ 
chine at the ra*to of 85 to 95 pineapples 
per minuto. Then the fruit is shot through 
tubes to tho assembly lino for inspection, 
washing and slicing. 

At this point, wc were offered some of 
tho fruit, and I can assure you that no 
hesitancy or bashfulness was displayed on 
ur part in partaking of the circular gol- 
ion slices. 

Then the fruit is packed into cans and 
soalod, after which it gees through tho 
steaming and cooling processes. The cans 
arc then shot through the labeling machino 
at tho rate of 1400 per minuto, or more 
than 23 cons every second. Although it* s 
hard to believe, the daily output of tho 
cannery is 4g million cans, three fourths 
of which is consumed by tho Armed Forces 
of the United States and her Allies. 

Crushed pincapplo and juice is obtained 
from the core of tho fruit, and many by¬ 
products, including citric acid, chicken 
feod and dairy food, is obtained from the 
shell. Tho crown is ro-plentod and from 
this grows another pineapple, such growth 
taking from 18 to 24 months.
